Hock Island, March 29.—One hun­ 
dred thugs, including four profession­ 
al dynamiters, are on their way to 
Hock Island, and instead 
of 
facing 
trouble from a turbulent faction of 
ts own citizens, the city is now en­ 
dangered by the importing of desper­ 
ate characters. 
The one hundred men left 
Musea 
tine, la., in groups, and are expect­ 
ed to arrive in Rock Island 
today. 
They are a part of the element/that 
started a recent 
riot 
in Muscatine, 
committing assaults, k illing two pr> 
lioemen and attempting to dynamite 
buildings. 
The Muscatine situation, 
lik e that of Hock Island, was placed 
in the hands of state troops, and the 
floating population arc being driven 
out. 
The trouble 
started from 
a 
strik e in the button factories. 
Guards have been doubled in all 
the railroad yards around Pock Island 
and every effort is being 
made to 
prevent the men from alighting irom 
the trains. 
Dynamite Is stored 
in 
Rock Island, according to reliable're­ 
ports received by Sheriff O. L. limn­ 
er, and under fhc direct orders of 
Brigadier General Kittilson an active 
search is being conduct#1 
for the 
cache. 
City Faces Real Crisis. 
The city faces three important dp 
velopments. 
They are:: 
Arrival of 
one hundred desperate 
men. 
fresh 
from the scene of the riot in Musca­ 
tine; the inquest into the death of 
Frank IT. Kellogg, which has been 
called by Coroner Rose; the impanel 
ing of a special grand jury 
before 
Judge F. D. Ilamsey in the county 
courthouse. 
Thirty men have been summoned to 
appear before the grand jury, among 
them Harry McCask rin, Republican 
candidate for state’s attorney, 
and 
I hi lip II. \\ ells, a justice of the peace 
Both these men spok e on the public 
square Tuesday night before the riot 
started. 
Mayor Schriver held a conference 
with three newspaper men, and went 
Into details over the beating that he 
administered to John Looney, propri­ 
etor of the Rock Island News, on Sat­ 
urday night.
